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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
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To His Bredinia W. R. Miller, Governor of Arkansas : 


On behalf of the Board of Directors of the Arkansas Deaf 
Mute Institute, and as President of said Board, it becomes my 
duty to make to Your Excellency a report, to be styled, “ The 
Fifth Biennial Report ” of the institution aforesaid. 

In the nature of the case, such report can be little else 
{һап a preface or introduction to the reports б the Principal, 
the Secretary and the Treasurer. 3 

From these last-named reports: can be gathered ihi condition 
of the Deaf Mute Institute in all its aspects, and I shall not 
attempt the unnecessary task of summarizing them. 

Since I have been honored-by your appointment as a 
- Director, and selected by my associates as their presiding officer, 4 
I have endeavored only to discharge the duty of a co-worker in a 
board оў business managers of a public institution. 
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Beyond the fact that the law makes the President the parlia- 


mentary | head of the Board of Directors, he is specially charged 
with no duty, responsibility or prerogative not conferred upon 
every. other member of the Board. s 

In this view of my official attitude I take- pleasure in pre- 
senting the facts, suggestions and statistics which have been laid 
before and approyed by said Board of Directors. 

The suggestions made by the Principal are, in the opinion of 
the Board, worthy of favorable attention and consideration on 
the part of the Legislature, coming, as they do, from a gentle- 


man who has recently been connected with one of the most pro- 


gressive and flourishing institutions of the West, and who has had 
the opportunity of testing the practicability of his suggestions by 
actual experiment. "E 

The education of Deaf Mutes, which has become permanently 
ineorporated into the public policy of ali the States of the Union, 
is no longer an experiment in the State of Arkansas. 


Аза progressive State, proud of our wonderfül natural ad- 


vantages, we should not remain satisfied with maintaining the 
bare existence of such an institution as this. Our ambition. 
should be to first bring this great public eharity up to the most 
advanced standard of similar institutions in ‘other tates; and 
then work steadily for pre-eminence. „ 


That our course of instruction is complete and thorough is 
attested by the fact that already we have called to a place among 
the Faculty a young man whose qualifications as a teacher are 
due solely to the instructions received: by him at this Institute, 
and among its graduates we have others equally well qualified. 

I believe that the main reason why the number of our pupils 
has not at least doubled is a total misapprehension on the part of 
the people as to the plans and methods upon which the institu- 
tion is conducted. Doubts as to its stability and permanence 
may also be another reason. 

It has been our purpose—in which we think we have 
sueceeded—to secure the services of teachers of unquestioned 
competency and of undoubted moral character.

"veniences and comforts ofa well-appointed home, but would also 
receive a high order of education, they. would ; send them 
promptly aud gladly. Jo the enjoy ment of such advantages we 
dan conseientiously invite them. Those- in whose charge they 
would be placed are such as we would willingly, entrust with the 
care and education of our own children. ` 

lam glad to say that, through the efficient management of 
our Secretary and-Treasurer, we have, by resort to a temporary 
hypothecation of warrants, succeeded in paying the expenses of 
the Institute during the short time in Which there was а lack of 
currency in the Treasury. Va i - ` 

The advantages derived from being 2 able t to buy provisions at 
савһ prices more than counterbalanced the small amount of 
interest paid for temporary accommodations at the banks. 

And here I would call attention to the suggestions of the 

Principal on the subject of contracting ‘for supplies by the year, 
апа to the impracticable features of such plan. 
We have received, by the recent near approach of yellow 
fever, an additional. admonition ' of the importance, of providing 
for the proper care of pupils in the event of any contagious or 
infectious disease making its appearance among them, As a 
measure of ordinary prudent management, we could not longer 
exeuse ourselves for failing to supply this want. | 


Ме have accordingly taken steps to put up an additional 
building, а portion of which will be adapted to hospital uses, 
and а sufficient space reserved for industrial purposes. 

By a careful husbanding of the resources at our command, 
the above-mentioned important improvement can be completed 
without а special appropriation for that purpose. 


The matter of the amount of the appropriation. to be made 
for the ensuing two years 15, of course; solely within the prov- 
ince of the General Assembly. 


It із to be hoped that they will, in the exercise of a wise 
Е remember that in proportion as wise and liberal legis- 
| і. 
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lation знае and expands the material growth of our beloved 
State, in the same proportion must her public institutions keep .

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL, 
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To the Board of Directors of the Arkansas Deaf Mute Institute: 


GENTLEMEN —1t becomes my duty to lay before you this, 
the Fifth Biennial Report of this Institute, embracing the period 
between the. date of the last report, November 30, 1876, and 
this, November 30, 1878. The last report was issued when the 
Institute still felt the effects of a suspension for about a year, 
caused by an embarrassed condition of finances. І am glad 
that we have no such cessation to report now; that with the 
exception of some changes i in officers, the Institute has pursued 
the even tenor of its way. 

Mr. F. C. Taylor and Miss A. L. Carpenter, whose names 
appear in the last report as teachers, withdrew. The vacancies 
thus caused have been filled by the appointment of Miss Made- 
line Patten and A. M. Martin—the latter a Deaf Mute, educated 
entirely at this Institute, Both these have entered upon their 
work with an earnestness _auguring well for their success. 

Instruetion of Mutes is work requiring special training. 
Five years, àt least, is requisite in order that one may become 
sufficiently experienced to stand-in the front rank of instructors 
in this specialty, even when gifted by nature and previous dis- 
cipline with the qualifications necessary to success—which I may 
briefly mention as sound physique, well cultivated mind, fertility 
of resource, ability to impress himself upon the youths before 
him—and much longer time for many others. To do the greatest 
amount of good in this line of work—to be most valuable to the 
profession—those who enter should do so intending to make 
permanent work of it., By holding out inducements to liberally- 
educated men to take up this profession as a life work, the best 
instruction can be procured, and in no other way. 

Another resignation was that of Mrs. Carrie Wood, the 
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“Matron.” The Household Department is now presided over by 
Mrs. C. E. Caruthers, widow of a former Principal Нег expe- 
rience, during the administration of her husband, was of suffi- 
ient length to render her с, of looking well after this 


department. 


In September, 1 1878, Rev. W. G. Jenkins, who had held the 
position of Principal for two. years, 48 a situation in the

This great State has ШЕП: ample provision for the education-- 
of all its Deaf Mute children. It offers freely tuition and 
board to all. In cases of destitution, it goes further, and meets 
the expenses of traveling to and from the Institute, and of 
clothing. Yet parents are slack about entering their children 
and returning them after the summer vacations. The peculiar 
circumstances influencing this matter ‘this year— —dréad of yellow 
fever on account of exaggerated report ts—will probably not 
operate for some years to come, and it will be necessary : to insist. 
strenuously on a prompt return to school. atthe -beginning 
of thé term, and a continuance through the session, in order 
that the Institute may do the work it is intended to do. А nat- 
ural desire for the companionship of a mute child, sometimes 
(I grieve fo say,) a desire to utilize -his strength as a laborer, 
often prevails over the parents’ wish to do the best for the unfor- 
tunate one, and the child is kept at home to grow to maturity of 
і body without maturity of mind ; to go on through life with in- 
tellect imprisoned; only a few dunt glimmers falling through 
the bars where all should shine with the brightness which a 
well-directed education alone can bring. But, on the other 
hand, there are parents who appreciate very keenly the benefits 
here afforded, as is evident from the fact of their willingness to 
make long journeys with wagons to bring their children here: 
If the State offers an education gratis to all its unfortunates, 
, and support during the time they are acquiring it, certainly it 
does behoove the friends of those youths to exhaust every means 
to induce them to avail themselves of it. i |

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In returning at the opening. of the fall session, the loss of a 
month ora fortnight! seems: small to many, but it is often suffi- 


ciënt to throw a pupil far behind his class, and keepthim во: dis- 
couraged that the ground. ‘may not be regained for a twelve- 


month. Appreciation of the advantages of an institute. of this ` 


kind, and the need of promptness, is of slow growth, but much 
may be done to bring it about by persistent effort. 
Second in importance to mental. training only comes the idea 


thata Deaf Mute should leave school possessed of the means to 


earn a livelihood.~ To this end, trades. are taught in nearly all 


the institutions of the United States. These vary somewhat, 


according to the demands of the' section in which the institute 
is located; nearly all, however; having a shoe-shop. This In- 
stitute at one time introduced that industry, and instruction was 
given during a limited time each week. It was discontinued, 
however, and the building used for the purpose not a substan- 
tial one at the best—has fallen into such a state of decay as to 
render its speedy removal a matter of imperative necessity; it 
being not: only an unattractive object on the grounds of the In- 
stitute, but a matter of positive. danger in its present condition. 
Of all industries taught, none is considered so good an auxil- 
iary to the intellectual department as printing. Language is the 
most difficult thing for the Mute to master, and work at the 
printer's case is а continual help to him in this respect. - Not 
only have most: of the: older institutions introduced this, but 
many of the youriger ones: e.g., Kansas, Nebraska and Colo- 
rado—all of these issue a paper at regular intervals, generally 
a weekly, which i is invariably read with great interest by pupils 
and sent to their parents. Our neighbor, Texas, has lately ranked 
herself with these. These papers are educators, supplementing, 
in a high degree, the work done in the school-room. . А false 
impression prevails among many with reference to the object of 
work-shops in connection with an institute of this kind, the 
supposition being that it is to turn to account the labor of the 
pupils for the benefit of the Institute. The object is not to make. 


money ‘(though it і is, of course, matter of gratification if receipts. 
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keep расе with expenditures), but to teach pupils a‘trade, and is 


just as much incumbent upon the Institute when operating in- 
volves à loss as at any other time. The importance of this 
matter_of industries seems obvious to most. If it needed any 
reinforcement, it would only be necessary to point to the many 
Mutes throughout our country supporting themselves by their 
trades acquired at some one of the many institutions which the 
wise liberality of the American people has established in over 
thirty States of our land. Instruction in industries is a necessity 
taught the older States by experience. The Arkansas Institute 
dught certainly to profit by the experience of others. It ought 
not to be obliged to reach conclusions by the same paths traversed 
by older institutions, but should begin its work further along 
than they. I would urge upon you the necessity.of inaugurating 
industries here. Three thousand dollars would suffice to erect a 
two-story building—the upper one of which could be used as a 
hospital—and furnish the same with tools sufficient to enter upon 


the work. Or the same would suffice to put up two separate 


cheap buildings, temporary, indeed, but sufficiently- comfortable 
to answer the needs of the Institute until our permanent central 
building is erected, which last ought to be done as soon as by апу 
possibility it can. То have rooms for hospital purposes is а mat- 
ter calling for immediate attention, for in the matter of care for 


the sick, even in ordinary cases of illness, we are very badly off, 


every room being in use, so that we are unable to set apart a 


single one for hospital purposes. What, then, are we to do 


upon the appearance of contagious disease? To remove the sick 
from others at such a time is an absolute necessity ; and with our 
present accommodations, as absolute an impossibility. It isa 
risk the Institute dare not run, to remain unprovided with rooms 
that, can be used asa hospital. Тһе care.of our attendant physi- 
cian, Dr. J. A. Dibrell, has been assiduous, and his skill beyond 
question, but these ought to be supplemented by the nursing 
which can properly be.given only where suitable provision is 
made for it. Тһе general health of the inmates during the year 


past has been good, as will be seen by the Physician’s Report, 
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only one death, that of W. Potts, a Mute, occurring in N ovem- 


ber, 1877, of. pulmonary consumption. But this immunity from i 


fatal disease and epidemies. cannot always be- expected, and any 
outlay demanded by such. a condition of things must be a wise 
one. „ Apu | 
The manner of instructing Mutes uds somewhat in different 
schools, but the main "reliance. in State institutions is upon the 
language of signs, known as the French system, in order to dis- 
tinguish it from the German, or system of instruction by articu- 
lation. The former is the one in use here, it having: been found 
that it is adapted to'the wants of the whole class of Deaf Mutes. 
For a score of years American instructors have -discussed 
articulation as applied to Deaf Mute instriiction in all its bear- 
ings, diverse views being held: as to whether instruction should 
be given in articulation as an ‘accomplishment, or whether instruc- 
tion in the school-roóm should be by means of articulation; ; 
whether congenital Mutes could be benéfited thereby, or еше 
іб were fitted only for seimi-Mutes—i. e., those who lost hearing 
after learning to talk or whether the whole matter might not be 
a waste of time and money. . Thesé- discussions. have not been 
without sharpness—acrimony at times—but the result common to 
all free diseussion has been reached, viz: а modification of ex- 
treme views upon both sides.of each question alluded to, and the 
introduction of teachers in -articulation into most of the promi- 
nent State institutions of the country. All educators are agreed 
that in the case of semi-Mutes, speech should be kept up and 
developed by practice., This we are endeavoring to do, even in 
this young Institute, though, of course, owing to the small number 
of instructors, only incidentally. Should our-numbers increase, 
as must be the case if Ше State hasa good growth, provision 
ought certainly to be made for this branch of instruction by 
securing а competent: teacher of articulation. Much has been 
done in older institutions, even with congenital Mutes and those 
who lost their hearing at so early ап age as to be practically such, 
and more is expected in the future. That a child should be able 
to articulate, even inia x voice strained and without resonance, the 
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dear names of parents, brothers and sisters, is a source of greatest. 
joy to friends at home. | T 


In the management of this Institute, the idea is kept in view 
to make it as much like: a home as its size and the diverse ele- 
ments entering into its composition will admit of; Hence the 
boys and" girls are expected to.perform manual labor out-door 
and in; the former being engaged in cutting wood, caring for 
stock and gardening; the latter in domestic work of all kinds, 
including sewing. Such articles as sheets, pillow-cases, quilts - 
and plain shirts and dresses are their handiwork. The endeavor. 
is made, and with a fair degree of success, to impress upon the 
pupils the idea that they are to be kind and brotherly in their 
treatment one of another, and we must do them the justice to 
say that the spirit among them has been such as to encourage 
their instructors to renewed efforts in their behalf, and compares 
favorably with that in older institutions. Recognizing the fact 
that youth needs recreation, time is given for play, and all are 
encouraged to take part in amusements.: 


A library of well-selected books for_the ~pupils is much 
needed. А beginning, albeit a very small one, has been made, 
and it is to be hoped that each year will find the Directors able 
to add somewhat to the number of books. То awaken a taste 
for reading in the mind of a mute while at school, is to provide 
a great safeguard for after life, beside making it more likely that 
һе will retain whatever of language may be acquired at school.. 
We may add that it increases a pupil’s -diligence to be allowed. 
the use of library books, and that if a taste for reading is not 
developed while at school, it is likely never to be at all. To 
begin such a library modestly, І would recommend an expendi-- 
ture of one hundred dollars annually for the next two years. 


In the month of August last, the American Instructors of 
Mutes gathered in convention at Columbus, Ohio, to consult 
concerning the best interests of those under their charge. Rep- 


resentatives were in attendance from twenty-six States and the 


Dominion of Canada. This Institute was represented by two 
officers. Тһе members of the convention were entertained by 
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the Ohio Institute і ina manner 1 the State which provides. 


more nobly, perhaps; than any other for all her unfortunates, not 


only mites, blind and insane; but also feeble-minded, and all in- 


attendance agreed that the gathering. was one of profit. A mat-

On assuming charge October 1, 1877, in the eee capacity, 
I found at the Institute William Potts, a former pupil, who, a 
short time previously, had presented himself at the Asylum an 
object of charity and in a dying condition, being at that time in 
the last stages of pulmonary consumption. Unable to make 
known his wants at the hospital of the “ Ladies Benevolent 
Association,” where it was proposed to send him for treatment, 
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fot him to remain at the Asylum where he could be properly 
taken care of during his few remaining days. Не died Novem- 


ber, 1877. 


With this exception, no death has occurred at the Institute 
during the past year. І ` 
There have been, however, à great many cases of sickness— 
chiefly malarial fevers, which, in most instances, yielded kindly 
to tréatment. Indeed, beyond a few cases of dysentery, inter- 
mittent and remittent: fevers have been the only acute diseases 
encountered. These fevers, І am informed by the Principal and 
teachers, were more frequent the past year than at any time 
since the Institute was founded —a fact that cannot be attributed 
to any departure from that standard of hygiene and sanitation 
established and carried out by my predecessors in office. Тһе 
majority of these cases, and by far the most obstinate, ones, 
occurred in those pupils who, having spent the summer'vacation 
at their homes in. various parts of the State, returned in the fall 


our Honorable Board generously and humanely gave permission) 
with systems charged (as it were, Wick mlasislpohon; and along” 
train of fevers was the usual consequence. 

No infectious or contagious disease invaded the Institute. 

In the fall and winter months of 1877 and 1878 scarlet fever 
prevailed to a considerable extent in Little Rock, and it was 
greatly feared would make its appearance among the pupils. To 
guard against possible infection from this source, those pupils of 
the age most liable to contract the disease were not allowed, 


, under any circumstances, to visit the city during that season: 


An infectious or contagious disorder is especially to be 
dreaded at the Deaf Mute Institute; for, with the present facil- 
ities, it would be impossible to perfectly isolate the sick. Тһе 
importance of having a suitable place provided for isolating the 
sick in case of the appearance of a contagious or infectious 
disease of a dangerous character, is well illustrated by the 
epidemic of measles which appeared among the pupils in the 
spring of 1873,. when forty-three cases of that disease were 
reported by Dr. J. Н. Southall, the medical officer for that year. 
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Only one accident of importance is to be reported. In 
November, 1877, Mary Hughes, from an apparently insignifi- 
cant fall, fractured both bones of the . from which she 
ultimately made a goód recovery. 

John Cleveland, another pupil, was detained at the їй 
during the summer to undergo treatment for club feet, by which 
he has been greatly benefited, with indications good for a 
perfect recovery from that deformity. — | 

In the discharge of my duties as Medical Officer, I have 
uniformly had the full co-operation of the Principal and teachers ; 
indeed, the successful termination of the many cases of illness 
may be largely attributed to their watchful and tender care for 
the sick.
